With almost a hundred cases of 
measles 
in 
the 
town, 
distributed 
among a large number of families, 
the condition is beginning to assume a 
serious aspect, not so much with re­ 
gard to the physical safety of the pa­ 
tients, as to the interference with 
work in the schools of the town. 
Of 
the 90 cases which have been report­ 
ed to the Board of Health, 35 were 
turned in on Friday and others are 
developing almost daily. 
The present epidemic started the 
week before Christmas when the ap­ 
pearance of meales was first noted 
in about a half dozen town homes. 
Several days later other cases were 
reported and the number kept increas­ 
ing gradually until the high water 
mark for one day was reached on 
Friday. 
The epidemic at the present, 
time seems to be unabated and the 
little ones who have not yet contract­ 
ed the uncomfortable ailment are liv­ 
ing in dread of the appearance of the 
tell-tale symptoms. 
None of the cases reported up to the 
present time has become serious and 
the disease is 
following 
its 
usual 
course among children under the care­ 
ful treatment of physicians and fam i­ 
lies with the result that all are ex­ 
pected to recover in due time. 
But work at a number of the public 
and parochial schools has been inter­ 
fered wdth throt git the absence of 
pupils suffering from measles, and the 
enforced absence, also, of their broth­ 
ers and sisters. In the primary grades 
of the public schools not more than 
half of the children are in their ac­ 
customed places and ihe work is con­ 
sequently seriously 
interfered 
with. 
Quarantine regulations make a three 
weeks' absence compulsory and with 
the cnildren contracting the sickness 
at various times over a long period 
the interference with work will con­ 
tinue for some time. 
This condition has extended even to 
college where several town students I 
have been forced to give up atten­ 
dance at classes for twenty one days 
because a member of the family is ill 
with measles. 
The Board of Health 
asks families in which the disease ap­ 
pears to stay away from public ga'th-1 
erings of all kinds and, in this way, to I 
help prevent a still further spread OI j 
.he contagion. 
The School Board is considerably 
worried over the interference with 
the work of the various grades and 
one director said: 
"The measles situation is really as­ 
suming a 
serious 
aspect. 
lf 
the 
spread of the disease continues it will 
tx? almost necessary for us to close 
some of the lower grades for a few 
days, at least. 
I fear that,while the 
children are not attending school, they 
are still going to 
other places 
of 
gatherings, to picture shows and so 
on, and they mingle freely with other 
children on the streets. This, of course 
should 
not 
be 
allowed 
so 
long 
as the contagion continues."

H arrisburg, Pa . Jan. 6.—Governor 
Tenor dism issed I rum office John C. 
Delaney, the state factory inspector,

the real culprits in the capitol scandal 
never had been apprehended nor had 
their nam es ever been mentioned in 
the course of the Investigation 
Captain Delaney also said th a t the 
"confession” was locked In a safe, and 
Its contents never would be revealed 
by him. 
Mr. S anderson’s wfiow, now 
a resident of New York, Captain De 
laney added, was the only person who 
might ever reveal the secret of the 
hidden paper She, he said, might do 
so at some luture time in order to vin­ 
dicate her husband's memory 
Pennypackei is the only one to date 
who can be sure that the breath of 
suspicion will not dem and an explana 
Mon. for he is the only one In connec­ 
tion with the gigantic and crim inal 
grab who, Delaney says, "is as free 
from any part In the division of the 
spoils as a newborn babe." 
The tru e reason for the astounding 
revelation of Delaney that he has such 
a confession will lie searched for by 
Attorney (Jenera! Bell, who will confer

W a llin g to n , Jan. 6.— President Taft 
Is willing to subm it to arbitration th e 
questions at issue between G reat Bri­ 
tain and the United States over the 
Panam a (anal tolls, but be does not 
lax or arbitration by The H ague tri­ 
bunal. 
This fact becam e known upon the 
president's return to W ashington from 
New York. 
Although he has not yet 
given the m a tter of a tribunal much 
thought, the president probably would 
prefer a special board of arbitration 
composed of a nequal num ber of citi­ 
zens of the United States and Great 
Britain.

The president has expre- ed to his 
friends the view that at Tile Hague 
all Europe would be against this ria 
lion and that the moral pressure on 
the court would be enormous, because 
all Europe is interested in P anam a 
tolls jest as much as is England. 
In a court on which only G reat Bri­ 
tain and the United States were rep­ 
resented, It Is argued, there would be 
a much greater chance of a fair de>- 
clsion 
Several Democratic senators 
have voiced the opinion that a special 
tribunal be created to arb itrate this 
dispute.

Steamer W a s Rammed In Chesapeake 


Bay by British 
Vessel and Went 


Down Like a Rock. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 0.—One of the 
moat pathetic incidents of the wreck 
lit the steam er Julia Luekenba<h was 
the death ot Captain H. A Gilbert and 
his wife in the pilothouse ut the ship 
as it went down. 
W hen the crash (am e the wife rush­ 
ed from her room into the pilothouse 
into the open arm s ot her husband. 
T h ere w*as not a moment s tim e for 
thought of escape and they died to­ 
gether. 
This story was told by five surviv­ 
ors of 
the 
Luckenbach, who 
were 
picked up by the Indrakuala They re­ 
peated it to the officers of the reve­ 
nue cutter Apacha aud to a party from 
Crisfield, which visited the beached 
ship on Diamond Marsh, in Tangier 
sound. 
Again and again Mrs. Gilbert, who 
insisted on traveling with her hus­ 
band, had told friends th a t if the ship 
evet went down she wanted to be as 
close as possible to her husband and 
that she did not want any one ever 
to try to rescue her it he was to be 
lost. 
Front the reports of the men who 
wer» saved, all of whom owe their 
lives to jum ping from the deck of the 
sinking ship or seeking a refuge in 
the rigging, it seem s that she died as 
she had said she wanted to die. Men 
who saw the incident said that there 
was, however, no opportunity for any 
rescue of the captain or his wife. If 
there had been the chance the men of 
the Luckenbach say they would have 
been at her side to give her aid. 
The Luckenbach, from Bort Tam pa 
to Baltimore, was about to anchor off 
the T angier gas buoy at the mouth of 
the 
Potomac, when the Indrakaula 
caught her und cut lier practically in 
two at the line of her No. 2 hold. She 
went dow*n like a rock, and only the 
men on deck had a chance for life 
The Indrakaula, badly dam aged and 
in danger of sinking, drew off and 
beached to save herself.
